Lucas 
T udenfis adverſus Albigenſium errores,\v1 C.14.in biblioth.patrum, 
Tom, l 3.P.226.thus inveighing againſt them, Tyclinemys ves 05 
sl;, (ſc. C hriſto) capita noſtra non ſolum mentis ſed & corporis , 
landes& gratias perſolventes qui pro nebis peccatoribus ſe miſericor- 
atter inclinavit : ed ſunt nonnalli qui ſuperbie Firity tumefatti(de 
gquibus valde dolendum eſt)qui etiam cum Gloria vel Lans Deo reci- 
fatur inEccleſia,contemnunt aut erubeſcuntRegiRegumleſuChriſto 
capita inclinare.Let us encline to Chriſt,not only the heads of our 
minds, but bodies, when we render thanks to him that mercitully 
bowed on theCy9/7 for us, but there are proud ones that areagreat 
grief, that when glory & praiſe to God is recited in the Charch,do 
icorn or are aſhamed to bow the head to Feſus Chrift the King of 
Kings. But that this was not all appears,Coram traxſeunteCruce 
vel Chriſti Evangelio nou aſſurgant:They riſe not when theCroſs 
paſles by,nor ſtand up at the Goſpel; In celcbratione Miſſ  Sacer- 
aote ſe ad tes vertentees Dominum annunciante inclinare contemunyt 
At Maſs,when the Prieſt turns to them , and ſpeaks of the Zsr4 
they {corn to bow; Ad benediftionem Pontificis caput nudare ntgli» 
gunt:At the Popes Benediction they wag not their caps, Er quod 
omnino nefariumeſt & hereſi proximum,cum elevatur CorpusChyi- 
ſti a Saceradote in ſacratifſimo miniſterio Miſſe, vel alias refertur , 
erubeſcunt vel reſugiunt ſuppliciter adorare:and that which is alto- 
gether wicked, and next door to hereſie,when the Hoalt is eleva= 
ted in theMals,or cairied in Proceſſion,they decline lowly to bow 
3. What will they make of all them among us that bow and are 
zealous for it?Are they theC h:ldren of the Romiſh Charch,taught 
by her Scripture and Reaſon? The Rhemiſts,it ſeems, knows better 
thanthey,whoſeChildren they are,for they will not be known to 
be down-right Rom:fh Catholicks, but that they are good old Pro- 
refrants. 

4 Marginal Note. How Catholicks bonour the Name f ye 
other things pert4ining to him} It ſeems then 1. that we fhall very

It is to be 
feared then, we mult bow to the Altar,bis Chair of State, tothe 
Bread, afterthe words, Hoc tft corpus meum, tranfubltantiated, 
and tothe Croſs that bore him , And indeed,theſe Arguments ta- 
ken from antiquitv.and reaſon-, are every whit as cogent to the

But that it may not be thought here is :par congreſſus a little

* for we muſt do in Religion and Goas ſervice, uot that ſeems good to 
* #5,but that only, which he commanas , for otherwiſe by ſuch Re- 
*ſpets and Relations,remembrances and apprehen ſions, al! idel atry

{free themſelves trom Sxperſtition in Syllables, becauſe they bow 
* notatthe name of Jeſs the Son of Syrach, the ſame maketh 
&« againſt them which have deviſed ſuch a worſhip,as at unawares 
« they may give as well co Teſ#s the Son of Syrach, as to Teſs 


« theSon of God, whiicſt cheknee, jumping with the firſt utterance 


« of the word Jeſs, preventeth oftentimes the Pronunciation of 
« theother words of the Sox of Syrach, the very danger therefore 
«of communicating of this Worſhip with others, which cheywould

dicentes. The Macedonians are of Macedonins, Biſhop of theC hurch 
of Conſtantinople,whom the Grecians call fighters againlt the ſpiric 
becauſe they ſtrove about theSpirit, for of the Father and the Son 
they thought aright,that they were of one and the ſame lubſtance, 
which they would not believe of the Spirit , ſaying thar ts was a 
Creature. And it is remarkable to me,that in thar great Coxxcil of 
Nice, about the year 330. after Chriff, in which there were 31%. 
Biſhops againſt Arius,whom they condemned,there ſhonid not be 
found one motion toward a Canos to be framed tor this bowing at 
his name,nor in that other of Conſtantinople , about the year 350.

2.Who tl ey 
be that are ſo zealous,and hor herein, che papiſts, and rhe later the 
worſe. 3. That itisrot alone but attended with other {tandirgs 
and bowings, and crtngirgs. And indeed were it far more arcicnt 
we ſhould not need to ſtartle, conſidering how the Devill was a 
Lyar, «© px#, at firit, and man a Son of Sin, even 4 prircipio, 
#\moſt as ſoon as made: The truih and Holinefle was firſt, as 


Tertulliay,but not long before Erxour and UnrighteoulſneſiF, as the 
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Scripture. and when weſet afide the Hagiography of Scripture,the 
beſt Antiquity we have as to the Fwo hrit Hundred years after 
Chriſt, How lictle and Queſtionable ? And then, it we conſider 
What there were of Falie-Teachers in the Apoltiles times, that were 
Enemies to the Croſs of Chriſt,and were defirous to make a ſhey in 
the fleſh: We ſhall not think it ſtravge , 1t in hundred of Years 
creep in a world of corruption , Nr nVnt to the Law þ 
Teitimony , it is the ſafelt to keep us to Gods Word \ Which 1s an 
Ancient Word of the Ancient of dayes oY py: 

But CANON 18. 1603. made in Convocation, ratified by King 
JAMES,under The Great Seat, when in time of Divine SERVICE 
the Lord Jeſus ſhall be mentioned,due and lowly Reverence ſhall be done 
by all Perſons preſent , as it hath been accuftomed, teftifying by theſe 
outward Ceremonies and Geſtures, thir inward Id umility , Chriſtian 
Reſolution, and due acknowledgement, That the Lord Jeſus Chriſt,che 
true and eternal Sonu of God is the only Saviour of the werld,in uow 
alone all the Mercies,Graces,and Promiſes of God to Mankinde for 
this life and the Life to come are fully and whilly compriſed. 

The Canon gives ſomewhat an uncertain ſound, What the Reaſon 
may be I take not on meto determine. It ſpeakes not plain, Here 
is ſomewhat, as it hath been accuſtomed, but not,Tou mit boy, Non 
vol umns, ut omnes quotieſtunque in Sacris Jeſu fiat mentio, gruubus 
flexis et reverentiam exhibeant debitam:Notwe will, whenever leſu is 
named in Dsvine Service, that all with bended Knee exhibite to 
him due Reverence , But when the Lord Feſus ſhall be mentioned due 
and lowly reverence ſhall be done. So that, there have been learned 
Men, and in other things conformable , chat have not thoughc 
themſelves obliged thereby to bow or pxt off the hat,when the name 
IESUS was recited. But whatever the Meaning of the C470, I ſhall 
here inſert what I finde in a Letter of f. H. Batch.of D.of Oxford 
to his Reverend Brethren,the 2inifters of the Church of England, 
printed 1634. Page 56. * Burif I ſhall not offend them, 1 could 
© preſs them further , with the Relation of an Ancient and very 
* Learned BISHOP, who being preſent at the making of 
* this Canon, did freely and confidently proteſt, That neither he 
* nor any of his Colleagues did ever condeſcend unto ic when it

Hs thus examined the Warrant , I ſhall only add a few Obſervations, 

which are not mine, but others; not new made , bur long ſince, worthy 
the ſerious Conſideration of this preſent Age, both in reference to what abroad, 
and at home. 

The firſt , is of the publiſher of thoſe 2 Letters concerning bowing at the 
name or naming of 7eſxs,printed 1634, p. 60. Be/oved 1( qualis quiſque ſum) 
travailing aud reſiding eftſoones about my lawfall Negociations in divers tranſmas 
ritine places,both in France, Germany, 44d the Netherlands, have done 4nd do cb- 
ſerve in the truly Reformed Churches in all thoſe Countries, T hat they all as it were 
with an unanimous conſent, ds abandon in their Congregations this external bodily 
bowing ,ca?ping crouching, cringing at the Name or naming of Jeſus : And thesr 
Miniſters dv hold it to be an ignorant prattice, and impiogs Ceri mony, yea I aart 
be bold to [ay, All the r:ſt of the purely Reformed Churches in Chriſtendome are of 
like unanimous judgment and Praftice. 

Here you have Te/tem ocularem an eye-witneſs, giving in his Teſtimony for 
the Pratice and Judgement of che beſt Reformed Churehes: and in what before 
related you finde ithe' Papift , jlexo ore , with open mouth, pleading for this 
Ceremony : Lect the wiſe therefore ſeriouſly confider,in a thing not commanded 
bur that hath been ſuperſtitiouſly abuſed,as Zaxcbie,and ill is among the Pa- 
piſts, as Babingtor, Fulk, and Willet, teſtifie, which they will follow : whether 
herein they will chuſe ro comply with the Church of Rowe , from which we 
have jultly ſeparated, or with the Reformed ProteſtantChurches,with whom we 
ought to cheriſh Communion. 

A Second Obſervation,trom the Letter of 7. H,of OXFORD, Batchelogr in 
Divinity,to his Reverend Brethren, The Miniſters of Exgland,Page 57. *And to 
* ſhur up all the whole with three Obſervations, which I wiſh men to weigh 
* well inthe Ballance of True Iudgement,and of an upright Conſcience. 

* Firſt, Though I have often and curiouſly noted the behaviour of che princi- 
* pal Authors of this Canon, in time of Divive Service,and eſpecially in reading 
* of theGofpel, yerT could never ſee them perform any External at of Reve- 
© yerence atthe Name of IESUS. 

* 2. Though many good Chriſtians bow not their Knees,or bend their bodies 
* at the Name of leſus, in the time of Divine Service or Sermons, yet this omi- 
*/fion of outward complement proceedeth not from a want of due and hearty 
* Reverence to our Lora IESUS CHRIST , But becauſe the Ceremonialiſts 


© mould impoſe upon chem by a plain miſconſtruRtion of theScriprure, Therefore 
: * they 
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* they are not willing by ſuch an a& of Reverence to give Teſtimony or 
*Approbation to ſuch a plain ignorant miſconſtrution of the Text, thovgh 
* 0iherwile chey may be traRtable toperforme it,according toKnowledge,and tO 
* ſhew their Obedienceto the Orcer ofthe Church , which yet doch not com- 
* pel men to the PraQtice of this Ceremony : For, as it hath been intermit- 
* ted in mary Congregarions, & by diſuſe is who!ly laid aſide, ſo we do not hear, 
* thatby vercue of this Canon, either any Minilter is brought into Queſtion for 
not [:rring or provoking the people unto it,nor any of the people preſented in 
* the Spiricual Court, for neglect thereof : But if the Scripture enforce it,and tbe 
* Canon requireit, why is neither the Paſtor nor the Pariſhioners more ſharply 
*1ntreated in this behalf ? 

© 3-Many, yea molt that performe not this Ceremony of bowing the Knee at 
* the Name of Jeſus, do appear by the beſt effeRs of Religion , and in all due 
* Circumſtances thereof to have more True Zeal, Devotion,and Love uno the 
* Lord IESUS,than many,yea the moſt of thoſe Ceremaialiſts, who ſeeming to 
* honour him with Cap and Knee do by their Szperſtiric# rather than Religicn 
* herein prepare way for Feſuitesto creep in,with the Serpent, by ſuch holes into 
*the Garden of Edcz,the true Church of Godin this Kingdeme.Let vs therefore 
* not ſo much affect the outward Forme cfR&eligion as make trueDemonſtration 
* of our Love, Honour,and Obedience unto the Lord Fe/z5,by the moſt effential

* Caps and Knees, whereby we pleaſe our ſelves, rather than him, he turns vs
